For more than eight months Hiram Johnson, 


Governor of California by the grace of Republi- 
can voters he afterward disfranchised, has been

which capital can worK and labor find employ- 
ment, he has forced through legislation that has 
Kept money from investing here and that from 
.an authorized capitalization of $1,505,870,747 in 
1911, there has been a shrinKage to $629,757,045 
in 1913, a loss to the state of $876,113,702. 


It has been shown that the expenses of the 


administration have increased under Hiram 
Johnson by reason of the creation of an army of 
office holders numbering nearly five thousand; 
that taxes have increased, although the schools, 
which were presumed to be the beneficiaries by 
the new method of collecting from corporations 
have received less by almost THREE HUNDRED 
THOUSAND DOLLARS in 1913 as compared to 
1912; that waste and extravagance in the conduct 
of the executive office have been the rule; that 
large sums of money have been spent for which 
there has been no accounting, and that now, 
when Johnson is in distress.and his chances of 
being re-elected have gone glimmering, IN A 
LAST DESPERATE EFFORT TO WIN, AS A 
DROWNING MAN REACHES FOR A STRAW, THE 
CIVIL SERVICE REGULATIONS ARE BEING VIO- 
LATED AND THE STATE EMPLOYES TAXED BE-

When Johnson was charged with having 


been the dictator of laws by which capital was 
driven from California* he dismissed this airily 
by declaring it an untruthful statement. But 
when confronted with the figures he remains 
silent 


When Johnson was accused, justly too, of 


having increased the expenses of the state $11,- 
676,049.68 as compared with the administration 
of Gillette and $17,597,084.90 as compared with 
that of Pardee, he pointed to the alleged fact that 
the State Railroad Commission had saved the 
shippers of California $6,000,000 in railroad rates 
and attempted to dismiss the matter. But facts 
will not down. The people want to Know why it 
cost more than eleven millions of dollars—more 
than eleven and one-half millions—in adminis- 
trative expenses to save one class of citizens six 
millions. What has this alleged saving to ship- 


pers to do with the fact that $1,610,965 has been
